The blank bricks 
can be enlivened beyond recognition 
with a trifling effert. We would hate 
to offend by intruding our opinions in 
men’s private matters. but it does not 
geem altegether> one man’s affair 

when a homely building mars 

a pretty street. The Burke walls 

will probably stand, and but little 
improvements can be expected where 
old work isused. We have faith io the 
taste and enterprise of Winchel & 

Cuningham and believe the McGinley 

lot will be covered with an ornament. 

The Sunderland lot is valuable and a 

fine location, and Mr. Sunderland's 
sterling business jndgement and energy, 
is assurance enough for his plans.

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THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 


———— 


Referring to the classical answer 
made by the Elko Independent te the 
GAZETTE’s review of the report of tbe 
regents of the university, which was 


|werthy of the organ of a university 


‘town, the Carson Appeal says: 
| The Reno Gazetre, plaintiff, and 


the Elko Independent, defendant, 
seem to be at logger-heads about this 


institution. The Rene paper has been | 


saying everything mean and spiteful 
that can be thought of on the subject, 
while the Elko paper comes back after 
him regularly with termendous sen- 
tences and words as long as your arm. 
The Independent of last Friday clinches 
the whole subject matter of the wrang- 
ling with the following eloquent per- 
oration to a long crashing leader: _ 

Whether Reno is pleased or dis- 
pleased with the arrangement, the 
citizens of Elko don't care a continen- 
tal dam, and the journals of that lo- 
cality may as weil posse:s their souls 
in peace and de a little prespecting 
for the beam in their own eye. 

The case of the uviversity, as can be 
readily perceived by any thoughtful, 
right-minded person, is simply this: 
Its continuance isa matter of econ- 
omy. Its discentinuance would in- 
velve the forfeiture of large grants of 
land made to the state by the general 
government, or, rather, a forfeiture to 
this extent, the state wonld be obliged 
to pay to the general government 
$1 25 per acre for all the land taken 
up and settled by steck raisers in Ne- 
vada. The university grant proper is 
40,080 acres. The mining college 
grant is 90,000 acres. The time, twice 
extended, ferthe establishment of a 
mining college, has twice expired, aud 
the grant has, strictly speakiug, been 
forfeited, but will, no doubt be ex- 
tended again, according to the petition 
of the legislature by concurrent reso- 
lution. Technically, the continuance 
of the institution at Eiko, with seme 
latitude allowed to its scepe and its 
name, will enable us to hold both 
grants, and in due time to secure titles 
tu settlers without any outlay on the 
part of the state. 

The Gazetre looks at the matter 
merely in the light ef economy. An 
institution of the kind is necessary to 
get our land, but why, in the name of 
common sense, sheuld we not get some 
good of it when it ceuld be made so 
very useful and contribute to the real 
advancement of our young men and 
young women. We don't want it 
here. We have schools suflicient for 
present purposes, but when the state 
gets a little elder some higher schools 
than avy we have now will be neces- 
sary. If the state university was at 
Humbe!dt House, or in Clover valley, 
or at Carson, or anywhere where grass 
and trees would grow our yeung men 
wonld go, but they ought not te be 
forced to the alternative of going to 
Elko or remaining in ignoranee, and 
the spectacle of a state university run 
at epormous expense, with a three 
theusand dollar teacher for the benefit 
of sixteen alkali lappers, is too much 
fer our philosophy. 


EDITORIAL NOTES.

ested. Nevada has no more im- 
portant subject for consideration than 
this. Without timber her geld and 
silver will stay in the rocks. Nay, 
even with abundant material, the va- 
riations of one or twe dollars per 
thousand will effect, to a large degree, 
the amouut of bullion preduced, The 
Truckee basin has a supply of timber 
which, at the present rate ef consump- 
tion,

pense will have increased so much asto 
raise the price twenty percent. This 
will open up sew sources of supply, 


fields, so that it will be many times 
that before the whole available crop is 
exhausted. Between Sierra valley 
and the south ead of Lake Tahoe there 
peela be cut about two thousand mil- 
ion feet of lumber, and between tive 
and seveo million cords of wood. 
This is figuring on close cutting, such 
as the mills are doing vow, instead of 
fermer extravagant methods. Prosser 
creek, from the Central Pacific te the 
summit, will c-ntribute one hundred 
million feet, witheut much advance 
in prices. The Little Truckee will 
bring in five hundred million. The 
head waters of Martis creek, above 
Richardson's, will cut two hundred 
and fifty millions, which is quite with- 
iu reach of legging railroads, being on 
a flattish country,comparatively speak- 
Richardsen’s aud McFarland’s basin 
will hold about ninety million 
and will cut to great advantage. Ju- 
niper creek will take out in the neigh- 
borhood of a hundred million, at a 
profit, at present prices. Below the 
mouth of Juniper creek te the timber 
line above Reno, about 


THREE HUNDRED AND FIFTY MILLION 


are standing. Between the town of 
Truckee and the south end of the 


lake, the river will catch over a hun- 
dred and fifty million, at a decent 
figure. This will leave half as much 
more standing on high mountains, and 
in inaccessible »places.

ENORMOUSLY OVERESTIMATED. 


In the whole vast basin there is not 
ever five hundred million, nearly half 
of which is barred out by the difficul- 
ty of getting it. [t is safe to say that 
if the consumption of 1875-6 had 


centinued, the available timber on 
Lake Tahoe would be exhausted ino 
five years from this time, «As it is, it 
will continue to fill the demand for 
seven or eight years. Bliss & Yer- 
ringtou have, as near as it could be 
estimated by excellent judges, two 
hundred million feet, which can be 
got to the mills at a small advance 
on present expenses. Hobart & Mar- 
lette bave a beautiful tract which will 
eut about forty-five million, and they 
and other parties could put in another 
hundred miflios from different places. 


THE DIVIDE 


between the Little Truckee and Sierra 
would give us half enough to fill the 
grand estimate, and there are odd 
corners enough to more than fill the 
balayce.
